Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Santa  2^ 
Conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1958. 

During  the  first  3 months  of  the  year  Dr.  1.  Marshall  77a s Acting  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  I t/ould  like  to  record  r^y  appreciation  of  his  helpful 
co-operation  in  facilitating  my  taking  over  the  duties  of  office. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  7)as  9,490 
v;hich  is  an  increase  of  30  on  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rato  after  adjustment  for  cctniparativc  purposes  vjas  14.6  por 
1,000  of  the  popuJntion  - a decrease  of  0,2  from  the  year  before.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Halos  vns  16,4. 

Tlio  Death  Rate  after  adjustment  vjas  9.6  por  1,000  of  the  population  - 
an  increase  of  2,2  conparod  mth  the  figure  for  1957.  It  is,  hovrevor,  lovver 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  I’nlos  vdiich  vjas  11,7.  Diseases  of  tho  heart  or 
blood-vessels  accounted  for  tho  majority  of  deaths,  Oancor  "was  the  next  most 
frequent  cause  and  although  deaths  from  this  cause  vjore  lov/er  than  in  1957, 
approximately  one  quarter  of  those,  or  seven  in  all,  vrore  due  to  cancer  of 
the  lung  in  males  over  middle  age.  Thore  vjas  ono  death  of  an  infant  under 
13  months  and  one  unrelatod  maternal  death.  There  vjore  10  deaths  froiu  Influenza 
an  outbreak  of  -idiioh  be ^11  in  the  AutuLUi  of  the  preceding  year.  There  vrero 
also  9 deaths  from  Phoumonia.  which,  in  its  primary  or  influenzal  forra  is  a 
notifiable  disease.  Only  one  such  notification  received  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  other  infectious  diseases  vas  lor;  and  it  is  encouraging 
to  note  that  irisiiuni  sat  ions  against  Diptheria  and  Tfnooping  0ou{^  v/ero  v/ell 
maintained  v;hile  the  number  of  vaccinations  against  Poliomyelitis  rose  greatly 
during  the  year. 

The  sanitar^f  circumstance  of  the  District  continued  to  receive  close 
attention  and  f’urther  progress  can  be  recorded  in  the  field  of  environmental 
hygiene,  details  of  Tliich  vdll  bo  found  in  the  report  of  the  Survey cr  and  Public 
Health  Injector. 

I have  to  thank  the  Oouncil  for  thoir  interest  ajid  support  and  also  the 
Staff  genorally  for  their  assistance  in  the  T/ork  of  the  Department  during  the  year.
